France to Expel Ex-Dicta- 
tor From Martinique. 


Castro Has Been Told, But 
Does Not Believe It—Ex- 
Dictator Is Seriously Ill at 
Fort de France — France 


Joins Other Powers.

Paris, April 8—The French govern- 
ment ‘decided. today to € I Cipriano 
Castro, the former presi 
ezuela, from the French island of Marti- 
nique on the ground that his presence 
there is likely to foment a revolution in 
Venezuela. 

This decision followed consideration of 
a cablegram from M. Jusserand, the 
French ambassador at Washington, giv- 
ing an account of dis conference with 
Secretary of State Knox yesterday. The 
decree of expulsion will be communicated 
to Castro immediately, through the pre- 
fect of Fort de France, where Castro 
now is. 

It is presumed here that the govern- 
ment of the United States which initi- 
ated the exchanges with foreign govern- 
ments to peevent Castro from establish- 
ing headquarters close to the Venezue- 
lan coast will prevent him making his 
way to the mainland on a sailing vessel. 
This course will leave Castro the altern- 
ative of taking refuge on one of the Dan- 
ish West Indian islands or returning to 
Europe. 

The French line steamer 
touches at Fort’de France April 
her way back to Europe. 

Castro Is Very Iil. 

Fort de F’rance, April 8.—Cepriano Cas- 
tro. drove through Fort de France this 
morning to see the town. The attitude 
of the people toward him is one of sym- 
pathy. Yesterday the ex-president showed 
signs of fatigue, but today he was in 
better spirits and seemed to be strong- 
er. 

Castro maintains absolute silence with 
regard to his intentions. Hé is await- 
ing the arrival of the mail steamers from 
Venezuela and Port of Spain. 

He is still indignant at the course of 
the powers in forcing him to land here 
and preventing him from going to Trin- 
idad, and characterizes this step as a 
violation of his personal liberty. 

Shortly after returning from a drive 
through Fort de France this morning, 
Cipriano Castro became suddenly ill. He 
complained of severe pains in the abdo- 
men, and it was apparent that he suffer- 
ed greatly. 

The scars left by the operations per- 
formed in Berlin has opened and his con- 
dition undoubtedly is grave. 

The former president of Venezuela was 
informed today of the decision of the 
French government to expel him from 
Martinique. He appeared not to believe 
the news. 

: Guards Met the Ship... 

Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 8.—The 
French line steamer Guadeloupe arrived 
here this morning. She was followed 
into the harbor by the United States 
cruiser Montana, which was in attend- 
ance On her on the trip from Fort de 
France, where ex-President Castro hand- 
ed yesterday. 

Immediately the Guadeloupe dropmed 
anchor a number of launches and other 
woats containing a strong armed guard, 
following instructions tssued by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel G. D. SWain, comman- 
dant of the military department of Trin- 
idad,. proceeded to the steamer. Only 
the ship's agent, newspaper correspon- 
dents and relatives of the passengers 
were. permitted on board. During the 
time the Guadeloupe remained in the 
harbor the guard boats were on duty, 
notwithstanding the fact that Castro 
was not on board.

The demo- 
cratiq, ranks will be broken, however, 
aq already the cane sugar states have 
lined up with the beet sugar states. 

Clay’s Amendment. 

Most of the big contests over the tar- 
iff bill have been fought in the com- 
mitgees of the house and senate, The 
Sugar question is proving difficult. It 
became known today that Senator Clay, 
of Georgia; had prepared an amendment 
to the tariff bill that strikes out all of 
the differential duties, the effect of 
Which is to admit refined sugar free. 
This amendment is said to have the 
indorsement of the ‘minority members of 
the finance committee. 

Two sessions were held today by the 
subcommittee on sugar,at both of which 
the senatorsefrom the beet sugar-rais- 
ing states were present. At the morn- 
ing session the senators from Louisiana 
joined with their republican colleagues 
in asking for protection for the sugar 
industry. The matter which most 
alarms the American sugar producer is 
the. preparation for the admission of 
$00,000 gross tons annually of free 
Philippine sugar. ‘Mis ts looked on as 
an entering wedge with a view to get- 
ting the amount increased at another 
time, 

Lt was pointed-out today that the pro- 
vision for the free admission of sugar 
from the islands is not sufficiently safe- 
guarded to hold the annual importa- 
tions down to 300,000 tons and that 
there is nothing to hinder the {mporta- 
tion of 600,000 tons at haif the estab- 
lished rate, or 1,200,000 tons at three- 
fourths of the established rates and 
other increases in like proportion.

Where Clark Won. 

The committee amendment was voted 
down, 165 to 146, and in its stead there 
was adopted a substitute presented by 
Mr. Clark, of Missour!, fixing the rate 
at three-fourths of | cent per pound. 

A long wrangle ensued over the rignt 
to amend any other portion of pare- 

aph 134. | 
She chair ruled that such amendments 
except to the Clark amendment, which 
was adopted, were out of order. An ap- 
peal fro mthe decision was lost, 178 to 
139. On the final vote the Clark amend- 
ment was adopted. 

Mr. Payne got the floor and criticised 
his republican colleagues for leaving 
the chamber. He deciared that. the 
slow progress being made was due to 
that fact. “The committee has worked 
hard for five months,” he said “Can't 
you afford to stay here this afternoon 
and tomorrow morning in order to 


vote on this bill?” — 
Following a spirited debate, a com- 


mittee amendment was adopted placing 
a duty of 8 cents a cubic foot of the 
capacity of barrels or packages on 
pineapples. The rate on crude cocoa 
or cocoa leaves was reduced from 4 
to 3 cents a pound. 

Dingley Law on Cotton Cloths. 

In order to meet the decisions in re- 
gard to the counting of cotton cloths, 
paragraph 318 of the bill was stricken 
out and the provision of the Dingley 
law on the same subject was restored 
in its stead. 

Jacquard figured goods for uphoi- 
stering, tovers, etc., composed wholly 
or in chief of cotton or other vegetable 
fiber, were given protection by levy- 
ing a duty of 80 per cent ad valorem. 

A tax of 45 per cent ad valorem was 
also put upon tiré fabric or fabrics 
used for pneumatic tires. The effect 
of this provision fs to place the duty 
on the long-staple cotton used in the 
fabric. 

A duty of 20 per cent ad valorem pox 
was put upon cotton, bleached and 
purified, whether médicated or not. 

The dividing’ line between the high 
and low rates of duty on oilcloth and 


lincleum was fixed at |! feet instead of 
9 feet, as.originally in the bill. It was 
12 feet in the Dingley law. 

The amendment restoring the Dingley 
rates of 45 cents per dozen pieces and 
15 per cent ad valorem on collars and 
cuffs composed of cotton was agreed 
to. In connection with this change, 
Mr. Harrison, of New York, took oc- 
casion to criticise the method empioy- 
ed for printing committee amendments. 
He argued that they should have been 
printed in The Record prior to their 
presentation on the floor. 

The Hate on Garters. 

Because of an inadvertance in con- 


solidating the paragraphs covering 
laces and articles of silk and India 
rubber, the duty on bindings, garters 
end suspenders was increased. Mr. Hill, 
of Connecticut, offered a committee 
amendment to have retained the duties 
now levied in the Dingley law. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, claiming 
that he acted in the interest of al! the 
American people, whom he wished to see 
wear silk suspenders and garters, offer- 
ed an amendment reducing the duties 30 
per cent ad valorem on suspenders and 
garters, and 40 per cent in the para- 
graph for laces. 

Upon a division vote this amendment 
was lost, and th? committee amendment 
agreed to. ; 

Mr. Pujo, of Louisiana, spoke in fa- 
vor of a committee amendment offered by 
Mr. Broussard, of Louisiana, excepting 
rice fromthe proVisions permitting ffie 
ree entry of products of the Philippine 
islande. The amendment, which makes 
rice the only exception to the Philippine 
free trade provisions, was agreed to by 
a rising vote. 

The paragraph covering braids made 
of artificial hair was amended so as 
to exclude braids of natural horse hair. 
Minor amendments in phraseology were 
made to thé paragraphs covering wood 
Pulp and print paper. All of the amend- 
ments that followed were committee 
amendments. 

The duty on basic papers for phote- 
graphic process was decreased i0 per 
cent ad valorem, and the duty on die 
cut or embossed pictures, poet cards, la- 
bels and similar articles, was reduced to 
half of | cent, and | cent when both em- 
bassed and die-cut. 

On decalcomanias, in ceramic colors, 
the duty was reduced to 80 cents a pound 
from $2.50 per pound. 

Duty on Wrapping Paper. 

The duty on wrapping paper was in- 
creased from 30 per cent to 35 per cent 
ad valorem. Thé phraseology in the par- 
agraph providing for straw braids for 
hats was changed to broa@en its scope. 

The Dingley paragraph placing«a duty 
on toys wae restored, with a proviso that 
only articles intended as play things for 
children shall be admitted as toys. 

A duty of $2 a thousand was placed on 
blasting caps instead of the original 
duty of 30 per cent ad valorem. Cop- 
peras or sulphate of iron, used in man- 
ufacturing ink, was taken from the free 
list, and a duty of 16 1-100 of a Gent per 
pound placed upon it. , 

A duty of 50 cents per groas pairs and 
10 per cent ad valorem, was placed on 
leather shoe strings, which had been 
provided for with a. 1S per cent duty. 
Vases, retorss and other apparatus, com- 
posed of platinum, for chemical uses, 
Were stricken from. the- free list, while 
nut oll, off of nuts-end.cloves and clove 
stones were put on the free list. 

Mr. Payne, of New York, offered an 
qanendment which included in the free 
list several coel tar. products. Mr. Payne 
submitted a substitute for the maximum 
and minimum section of the bill and the 
new grain drawback provision to be act- 
ed upon tomorrow. 

The house adjourned at 6.586 p. m. un- 
til tomorrow.

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ON THE WATCH TOWER. 


While the railroads in southeastern territory have temporarily with- 
drawn their most recent exaction upon the small shipper, that of increased 


freight charges upon all packages under 100 pounds, it has already devel- 
oped, as The Constitution predicted, that the purpose has not been aban- 
doned and that they expect to return to the attack. 

in fact, it is announced that at a meeting of traffic officials, to be held 
some time in the coming summer, the matter will be again opened, for it 
is apparently the determination of the railroad companies to put up the 
small package rates. 

Fortunately, however, the people are put on notice of a purpose whose 
injustice is manifest, and they will know how to meet it. 

They are on the watch tower and will not again be taken by surprise. 

The railroads have found the shipper “easy pickings” under “reform,” 
and not satisfied with having materially boosted the rates On grain, provi- 
sions and other heavy products, they now propose “plucking” the small 
shipper. 

They have, as announcement makes apparent, retreated only temporarily 
from the purpose, and it would be well for'them to go exceedingly slow about 
returning to it. 

Public recognition of corporate rights does not in any sense sanction or 
condone return to corporate license or abuse. 

With the passing of “reform” the railroads will have a very different 
situation to deal with, and their early realization of this fact may prove of | 
material advantage and assistance to them. 

They will find solid and determined, though conservative, business organ- 
ization opposed to any proposed encroachments which do not accord with 
justice and necessity. . 

it will be an opposition of deeds rather than words, an opposition that 
does not stop short of achievement. 

The people of Georgia demand of the railroads only fair and equitable 
treatment, and that they are willing to accord to the railroads in return. 

But they cannot class this proposed injustice to the small shipper in the 
category of equity and fairness. 


THE FIGHT AGAINST THE FLY. 


Fly-time and typhoid fever-time are almost synchronous. 

It is in the meridian of summer when the crawling little domestic fly and 
the louder insects of the stable and the barn yard reach their high tide. 

Then it is that the physician and the bacteriologist hear death in their 
buzz. 

The sanitary cleaning up of Atlanta yesterday did much to put to rout 
these messengers of disease and slaughter. 

But only temporarily. 

For flies, the common house kind and' the kind that inhabit stables, breed 
on filth of all sorts, in uncovered trash-barrels and the thousands of un- 
hygienic outhouses with which Atlanta is not blessed. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of immunity from their fatal depredations. 

The suggestion of a Constitution correspondent that the people screen 
their houses against such invasions is excellent, but has the demerit of being 
inadequate as a wholesale remedy. 

It is. rather in the nature of a poultice, where an operation is needed. 

And, in spite of our prosperity, a comparatively small percentage of the 
population can afford screens for doors and windows. 

The great majority doing the city’s work, and building and sustaining 


without the aid of frontier guards of wire mesh. 

Which means that the only sufficient remedy is a rigorous and an unre- 
mitting policy of municipal cleanliness; a policy observed not only by the 
city authorities, but as well by householders. 

Precautions in this direction can be enforced at an expense absurdly 
trivial in comparison with the.toll otherwise taken by death and disease. 
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PILING UP TAXES ON THE FARMER. 


Southern representatives and senators, particularly those from Georgia, 
will be expected to make most emphatic protest against the projected change 
in the tariff whereby “potash salts,” an important: element of commercial fer 
tilizers, are saddled with a 20 per cent duty. 

Until recently, this precious and characteristic republican “philanthropy,” 
which “henefits” the southern farmer by taking about $3,000,000 out of his 
pockets annually, of which the Georgia farmer is to pay about $400,000, had 
gone unnoticed. 

It suddenly dawned on the congressional representatives that the cun- 
ningly concealed duty on “potash salts” laid a heavy tribute upon German 
kainit and muriate of potash, fertilizers that are used to a tremendous ex- 
tent in the production of the cotton crop, and in the consumption of which 
Georgia probably leads all the other states. 

State Commissioner of Agriculture Hudson, who has urged Georgia’s 
congressional delegation to oppose this duty, estimates that, if retained, mv- 
riate of potash will jump from $49 to $48 a ton, and kainit from $10 to $12 
a ton. . Every individual farmer can estimate the tax the change will put 
on him personally. 

It is estimated that the new tariff, in this direction only, will mean 
an additional expense of $400,000 a year to Georgia farmers. A special from 
Washington, detailing efforts being made to keep potash salts on the free 
list, estimates that the annual cost to the south will be $3,000,000.

HAS OFFICER THE RIGHT 
TO SHOOT BLACK-HANDER 


Has a detective or policeman or other ) 
officer of the law the right to shoot an 
offender while attempting to make thé 
arrest before his guilt is established? 

This question has been raised as the 

result of a statement made in ‘The 
Constitution's story of the attempted 
blackmail of Asa G. Candler to the ef- 
fect that “an attempt to touch the 
package under the steps would have 
beey suicidal,” also, “It was due to his 
(Johnson’ s)s quick’ submission ‘when ‘or- 
dered to hait that he was not killed, as 
the two detectives had him covered and 
sioodtready to shoot at the first move 
he made.’’ 
\ According to the statementsiof several 
lawyers, the detectives would not have 
been justified in shooting at Johnson, 
even if he had touched the fake pack-’ 
age. 

The point was raised by W. 8S. Askew, 
who is connected with George H. Mc- 
Fadden & Bros agency in the Candier 
building. Mr. Askew and a friend have 
made a wager as to the right an officer 
has to shoot an offender of this kind, 
and has written The Constitution for 
information. Mr. AsKew also raises 
the question.as to whether or not“an 
officer of the law is more legaliy priv- 
ieged to carry a weapon concealed than 
a private citizen. 

Law On the Point. 

A well-known’ lawyer, who has had 
wide experience in criminal. practice, 
when asked to clear the point, said: 

“The law is very strong on this point. 
An officer has no right to shoot while 
making an arrest unless the party has 
committed a felony and is seeking to 
escape, or he'(the officer) is defending 
his own person from violence inflicted 
by the party. In this case, the officers 
would have been unjustifiable in shoot- 
ing at Johnsen as soon as he had toueh- 
ed the package, without first having 
conssjanded him to submit to legal ar- 
rest, If, after paying no heed to the 
command, -and. the party showed any 
j desire to commit personal violence on 


the officérs or.to flee, then they would 
‘have had.a perfect right to shoet at. 


him, because the crime: with which he 
was charged was of a felonious na- 
ture. 

“Technically, an officer has no more 
right in the sight of the law to earry 
a’ concealed weapon than has a private 
citizen. if an officer. were arraigned 
for carrying his gun under his coat, the 
judge would probably impose a light 
sentence and‘let the matter drop.”
